Sour Curry or Currie. 


¥Fou.cannot safely mention curries 
without saying that, really, they are 
to be made in. endless variety, and 
that you do not intend to hurt any- 


bodty’s feelings hy recommending some- 
thing that is different from what some- 
body else says is curry. Mre, Robert 
Louis Stevenson learned in India to 
thake a mutton curry which she said 
“contained more ingredients than any 
other dish on earth,” and yet some 
persons pot some curry powder in a 
stew and call it then a curry. 

If we want a short cut to getting a 
great number of ingredients in some 
thing of the sort, we cah use a com- 
meycial chutney for the seasoning or 
part of it.: In the following I used a 
mango chutney made in Hawaii, and 
got a curry with a bright brown glaze 
and a fruity taste, such as I had held 


in mind for many years as an. ideal 


made ‘by some women from New 
Zeaiand. It seems to me much better 
than a yellow curry or @ red curry or 
any other curry I have made: — 

For one cup of @ thick saucelike 
preparation or enough to season four 
good servings of rice, cut one- 
fourth of a pound of pork into the thin- 
nest slices, or dice. Fry this pork gent- 
ly in butter, turning it so that it will 
get well brown on all sides. Burning 
of any ingredient in a curry ruins it 
by taking dway all its brighthiess and 
clean cutness. Push pork to one side 
and stew in fat there and until soft, 
one Jarge onion cut fine. Them add 
teaspoon salt, heaping tablespoon of 
chutney, one cup of cold weter, ‘stir 
until it simmers, and let it simmer 
gentiy for one hour. You may add 
fruit pulp and, to make it hotter, a 
little curry powder... ,
